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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments that a skilled person 
"would not be motivated to form a cutout, like th eone formed on the opaque intermediate panel 27, on the semi-transparent reflective 
plate 25 that is already semi-transparent" are not persuasive. Firstly, the claim does not recite a semi-transparent reflective plate, and only 
requires the presence of a light guiding plate without detailing the degree of transparency. Secondly, Satoh is used to show cutouts 
formed in a transparent light guiding plate member (col. 2, lines 27-33). 

Additionally, applicant argues that Satoh "fails to suggest illuminating the reels with light emitted from the cutout". This argument is not 
persuasive, as Satoh explicitly discloses "illuminating th peripheral surface of each reel 1" in col. 1 , lines 17-20. 

The claimed elements combine the visual effects of providing an LCD panel in front of slot machine reels, as taught by Ozaki, with a light 
guiding plate having cutouts and being applied with a light scattering process, as taught by Satoh. Therefore, ail of the claimed elements 
were known in the art at the time of the invention and one of ordinary skill in the art could have combined the elements using known 
methods in order to yield the predictable result of a slot machine having both an LCD panel in front of the reels and a light-guiding plate 
being applied with a light scattering process with no change in their respective functions. Thus, the examiner maintains the rejection of the 
claims as being obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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
